A I interesting item in 

the miscellaneous section of the Sep- 
oi i hr American Annals 
of the Deaf contains the information 
that, at the recent Convention of the 
American Instru the Deaf, a 

noteworthy feature "was the Urge 
number of deaf teachers in attend- 
ance." This has brought forth a sug- 
gestion by Prof. Fusfeld, the Editor, 
that "a Section of the Deaf Teachers 
could be formed as a distinct section 
of the Convention, with all the func- 
tions of any of the other sections. 
Such a group could then prepare in 
advance a program that would best 
suit its own needs." 

This is a timely and needed sug- 
gestion, an idea that would indicate 
a distinct advance in the Association 
of American Instructors of the Deaf. 
We believe there are many deaf mem- 
bers of the Convention who have 
regularly paid dues for many years, 
but who have had little incentive for 
attending the convention, due to the 
lack of encouragement and oppor- 
tunity afforded by the programs for 
their participation in the discussions. 

A section for deaf teachers WOtdd 
have educational value by serving to 
enlarge the outlook of those in attend- 
ance who are actually engaged in 
classroom instruction. Some, who may 
at times, be inclined to regard their 
programs from the narrow view; 
of their own experience will benefit 
from an exchange of views with 
rs, and thus receive encourage- 
ment to meet difficulties.

These subjects must 
be taught in their proper sequence in 
the course, but even then capable 
teachers never overlook the essential 
of providing the pupil with tools for 
working BO that he may secure the 
for Hi r i id this is possible 

only when he has acquired the ability 
to read understanrlingly. 

Reading, however difficult it may 
be to give it to deal children, should 
be one of their major accomplish- 
ments. It is the first thin^ i 
for the beginning of their formal edu- 
cation, and is necessary in every step 
in their Intel p r og r e s s . It thus form, 
an invaluabh OS supplying the 

power of obtaining information from 
the printed paper or book, and of

The Capital City 



Since the last letter to this column, 

the New Supreme Court has opened. 

This building is one of the newest 

and most beautiful buildings so far 

built by the Government. Up to this 

time the Supreme Court has had its 

ions in a room in the United 

States Capitol. Every year this room 

getting smaller and smaller in 

proportion to the importance of the 

court, so finally it was decided a new 

building should house the Supreme 

Court and it is now a realty. This 

building facing the United States 

iiol occupies almost two dty 

blocks Mast Capitol Street to Mary- 
land Avenue and from First to Second 
Streets. Northeast, is now one o\ the 
most photographed buildings in Wash* 
Ington, mostly by visitors trom a 
distance. One of the odd facts of 
this building is that it is modern 
throughout air - conditioned, steam 
heated, electrically lighted, etc., \ 

fireplace has been built behind 
the 'judges bench.
